The 1948 trouble was blamed on 
north Korean Communists — down 
from the Russian sponsored state 
in the north of the peninsula — to 
disrupt formation of the republic, 
a United Nations sponsored state 
south of the 38th parallel. 
For half a century all of Korea 
was a part of imperial Japan. 
On the block Tuesday are the 
210 seats in the national assem- 
bly sought by 2,166 candidates. 
Actually, the power of President 
Syngman Rhee also is at stake. 
The term of the 75-year-old exe- 
cutive, once In exile in 
America, 
has two more years to run. But if 
the assemblv goes anti-Rhee there 
•will be efforts to curb his consti- 
tutional authority. 
Police activity has been Intense. 
Some 5,000 extra police have been 
ordered on duty tonight and Tues- 
day.

Britain Wants To Study Steel-Coal 
Pooling Before She Joins Project 


LONDON, May 29.—UP)—Britain 
wants to take a long, hard look at 
the Schuman plan for pooling West 
Europe's coal and steel industries 
before committing herself to for- 
mal approval of the far-reaching 
project. 
Informed 
sources said today 
Britain has rejected a French re- 
quest that the labor government 
go on record now as favoring the 
industrial pool In principle and 
examine the datalls later. 
The sources 
emphasized 
that 
Britain's refusal does not neces- 
sarily mean she disapproves of the 
plan, which already has been hailed 
by West German leaders as a great 
step toward European unity. 
But Britain first wants to exam- 
ine the proposal in detail to see 
what sacrifices might be demanded 
of her if she joined British coal and 
steel output with that of France 
Germany and other European na- 
tions. 
French Foreign Minister Robert 
Schumann, who proposed the in 
dustrial pool early this month, has 
suggested that talks on the pro- 
ject be started in June by France, 
Britain, West Germany, Italy, Bel- 
gium, Holland and 
Luxembourg. 
Pending these discussions, 
the 
French asked that the countries go 
on record as favoring the project 
In principle.

AUSTIN, May 29— UP)—A tight- 
er Maw. on the listing and use. of 
state property was proposed to the 
legislative council today. 
The suggestion came from

legislative budget board, which has 
been attempting to obtain a com- 
plete inventory of all such proper- 
ty. No such central inventory now 
exists. 


"The legislative budget 
board 
believes a complete and accurate 
Inventory is essential to compe- 
tent financial management 
in 
state goverment, and that the 
legislature will wish to spell out 
the authority and responsibility 
therefor," the budget board said. 
It asked the council to draft a 


bill covering several points, includ- 
ing these: 
1. To fix a clear 
-esponsjbillty 
for control over all state property. 
2. To establish penal provisions 


for the misuse, misappropriation or 
conversion of state-owned proptrey. 


3. To authorize the comptroller 
to establish and maintain a com- 
plete and accurate inventory of all 
state property. 


4. 
To include a definition of 
state-owned 
property 
purchased 
from any fund, Including legisla- 
tive, local or federal.

'Battle Of Berlin' Turns Out To Be 
Just Another Big Communist Parade

BERLIN, 
May 
29—UP)—The 


much-publiciz-d "Bi_ttle for Ber- 
lin" turned out Sunday to be just 
another big Communist parade — 
not the threatened 
Putsch 
the 
•west had girded itself to meet. 
The 
demonstration, which 
re- 
called days of Hitlerite goose-step- 
ping, had Its 
significant 
under- 
tones, however. 
The west proved itself ready to 
meet any Bed Putsch and not be 
moved out of the city by Soviet 
threats. 
The east proved It had laid the 
groundwork for an 
automaton 
state In east Germany, firmly in 
the Communist grip, by pouring 
out a half million youths to pay 
homage to Soviet Russia. 
Speakers 
for both • sides 
were 
claiming victories. But there was 
none—only a deadlock until the 


next Berlin crisis. 
There was no Communist storm- 
ing of the west sectors, as 
first 
threatened last February. Neither 
was the Red outpouring in 
the 
east sector any flabby affair. 
Up the Wilhelmstrasse, .past the 
rubble that marks the end of Hit- 
ler's Reich, into unter den Linden 
where the Kaisers Legions and la- 
ter the Nazi hoards used to march, 
came the blue-shirted youths 
by 
the tens of thousands. 
Hour after hour they marched, 
through rain and sun, chanting 
hymns of hate against the west 
and praise for Communist Rus- 
sia.Sandwiched in with the march- 
ing youngsters were 10,000 mem- 
bers of the east zone police force, 
which western officials claim 
is 
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Germany to get the ball rolling 
.with negotiations on pooling coal 
and steel output. But informed 
sources here said Britain flatly 
turned down the French request 
for formal approval In principle 
now. 
The sources said Britain already 
has expressed approval of the idea 
of Franco-German industrial union 
and of widening the plan to in- 
clude other countries of Western 
Europe.

Supreme Court 
Okays Conviction 
Of Gypsum Firm 


WASHINGTON, May 29.—CflP)— 
The supreme court by a 7-0 vote 
today upheld government charges 
that the United States Gypsum Co. 
and six other firms had violated 
the Sherman-anti-trust 
act. 
The high tribunal affirmed a 


decree issued' by a special three- 
judge U. S- district court here. 
That decree declared the com- 
panies had acted In concert to 
restrain trade In the Eastern part 
of the United States and had fix- 
ed prices in the gypsum board 
Industry. 


The supreme court also barred 
the companies from "enforcing in 
any manner whatsoever the pro- 
visions of their current 
license 
agreements, 
fixing, 
maintaining, 


or stabilizing prices of gypsum 
board." 


The anti-trust complaint named 
Sewell L. Avery,

United States Gypsum's board, as 
well as the company. The other 
firms named are: National Gyp- 
sum Co..

—Chrysler Corp. of Canada faces 
a strike shutdown within a week

Auto Workers employes. 


UAW Local 195, 
representing 
some 3,600 worwers at the Chrys- 
ler plants here, voted Sunday to 
walk out June 5 "or sooner" if a 
deadlock in negotiations contin- 
ues. 
The company and union re- 
sumed bargaining talks today. 
Recently the UAW staged 
a 
100-day strike before winning its 
•pension demands from 
Chrysler 
Corp. in the United States. 
The Union in Canada is 
de- 
manding 
company-paid 
$100 
a 
month pensions, a hospital-medi- 
cal insurance olan and contract 
changes. 


An Ontario conciliation board 
recommended several weeks ago 
that Chrysler pay $55 a month 
pensions and contribute to 
a 
hospital-medical program, as the 
Ford Motor Co. of Canada 
has 
agreed to do, or work out a $100 
a month pension system under 
which the 
cnmoanv and em- 


ployes would share the cost of 
the extra $45. 


George Burt, union regional di- 
rector for Canada, said Chrysler's 
only offer to date was "an insult 
to labor."

WASHINGTON, May 29— UP)— 
Senator George (D-Ga) said today 
that Western Germany's manpow- 
er will have to be used to build 
any adequate defense of Western 
Europe from possible Communist 
aggression. 
George, a veteran member of 
the senate foreign relations com- 
mittee, made ''this observation in 
telling reporters he probably will 
support 
a military • assistance 
program (MAP) the administra- 
tion Is expected to present to' 
congress this week. 
On the other hand, Senator Taft 
(R-Ohio) criticized the rearming 
of nations .around Europe.

second time to consider the con- 
tempt convictions of Dr. Edward 
K. Barsky and 10 other leaders 
of the joint anti-Fascist refugee 
committee. 


Those convictions were based on 


the group's refusal to obey a 1946 
subpoena from the house commit- 
tee for the refugee committees 
books and records. 


The Barsky outfit has been la- 


beled a Communist front organ- 
ization by the justice department. 


In other actions today the high 
tribunal turned down an appeal 
from four conscientious objectors 
sentenced to jail in Indianapolis 
for refusing to register under the 
peacetime draft law.

O'Daniel said In his broadcast 
he has received hundreds of let- 
ters asking him to go back to the 
state capital. He said It would be 
a cinch, but that his duty Is on

O'Daniel launched into a broad 
attack on the national administra- 
tion.

Compromise Plan 
On Jerusalem Is 
Offered By Israel 


LAKE SUCCESS, May 


The government of Israel has ac- 
knowledged the right of the United 
Nations to control the holy shrines 
of three religions in Jerusalem. 
It still opposes international rule 


over all of Jerusalem, demanded 
by the 1949 U. N. assembly. But 
Israel offered a compromise pro- 
posal to Roger Garreau, president 
of the UN 
trusteeship 
council 


which meets here beginning Thurs- 
day.The compromise 
would give 
the UN complete authority over 
the holy places In Jerusalem 
and related religious matters, In- 
cluding keeping them In repair 
and helping pilgrims visit them. 
Up until now, the Israel govern- 
ment has been willing to grant 
only 
UN 
supervision 
of 
the 
shrines 
under 
an 
agreement 
among the UN, Israel and Jor- 
dan. 
Jordan and Israel control sep- 
arate sections of Jerusalem under 
a military truce. 
Most of 
the 


shrines are In the old walled city 
controlled by Jordan. 
The last general assembly or- 


dered the trusteeship council to 
frame a statute giving the UN 
complete control, administrative 
and otherwise, of all Jerusalem. 
Russia, most of the Arab states 
and Catholic countries In Latin 
America banded together to adopt 
the project over the bitter protests 
by Israel and Jordan. The U. S.,

raigned today unless his family 
prefers to have him, given a psy- 
chiatric examination. 
Explained his wife after the in- 
cident; "He believed somebody was 
trying to steal a jet motor plan that 
his company had devised. He had 
been off his rocker for two or 
three days." 
O'Reilly, himself, told the dis- 
trict attorney "A gang of desper- 
ate killers" were out to get him. 
He said he had sat up with a rifle 
over his knees at nights waiting 
for them. He said he was fleeing 
to Oakland "to hide out" with his 
brother, Edward O'Reilly.

INVITING ECONOMY 


If the House Ways and 


Means Committee has its 
way, 
Congress and the rest 


of the government will be 
placed in a posititon where 
they must either economise 
or face the prospect, a most, 
unhappy one in an electio:. 
year, of having more billions 
publicly added to the na- 
tional debt. Possibly moved 
in part by a desire to win 
taxpayers and influence vot- 
ers, thE Committee has avoid- 
ed every suggestion for in- 
creases in taxes, has slashed 
excise taxes almost with 
abandon, and in dealing with 
tax loopholes has surprising- 
ly made them bigger instead 
of smaller. All of these activ- 
ities, if finally translated in- 
to law, will reduce the im- 
mediate burden of the tax- 
payer and also reduce the 
flow of cash into the Treas- 
ury. 


The trouble is that the tax- 


payer's burden in the long 
run will be made heavier 
rather than lighter by this 
"tax relief," unless the fed 
eral budget is trimmed also.

POWER SATURATION 
In the old days of the an- 


nual auto show, at which the 
new models were displayed, 
members of the motoring 
public used to ask each oth- 
er each year what could pos- 
sibly come next. A favorite 
pastime was speculation on 
the extent to which st.ream- 
lining of bodies and increase 
in' engine power could be car- 
ried forward. Since its inter- 
ruption by war

and engines has continued 
to advance, however, until 
the answer to the old ques- 
tion, "What next?" may be 
in sight. 


The l e n g t h e n i n g and

It is 
now generally accepted that 
no choice could have been 
more wrong. 


Presidents since that time

"So in conclusion, let me say tha 


with 
this 
diploma — signifying 
American free, public education, w 
will lift high the torch of libert; 
and ever be 'eternally vigilant' anc 
do our part in keeping America 
'the land of the free and the horn' 
of the brave'." 


Clifford Hall's address stressed 
the diploma's significance as a per 
sonal investment. His talk: 
"This diploma, which we are to 


receive tonight, has been a com- 
munity investment, but more than 
that, it represents a personal in- 
vestment on the part of each one 
of us who is graduating tonight 
To obtain this diploma we have 
been going to school for 11 or 12 
years. Twelve years is a long time 
—2,160 days or 118,800 hours in 
the classroom alone. This number 
of hours is greatly increased when 
we add to it the number of long, 
hard hours spent in practice for 
school activities, such as sports, 
band, chorus, school plays, and, of 
course, home study. 


Effort Required. 


"To pass from one grade to the 
next during this time has,' like a 
winning football team, 
taken 
a 
great deal of effort. We have had 
to put something into these years 
in order that tonight we 
might 
walk across this stage to take our 
diplomas. This diploma then stands 
for a personal investment of both 
time and effort. 


"We do not, however, regret this 


time and effort spent, for they have 
given us a personal something that 
always will make our school days 
stand out in our minds as some of 
the happiest of our lives. This per- 
sonal something is the experiences 
we have had during our school 
days. The experiences of growing 
up together and associating 
with 
one another in the classroom and 
on the athletic field have given us 
some knowledge of working togeth- 
er for a common goal. 
These ex- 
periences, 'which have been given 
and taken, also represent a person- 
al investment, for they will be of 
invaluable assistance to us in the 
future. 


Growth Observed. 
"While achieving this diploma 


wo also have grown—both physical- 
ly and mentally—gaining knowl- 
edge on the way. When we start- 
ed to school, we were about six 
years old, approximately four feet 
high, and thought the ABC's to be 
the pinnacle of knowledge. Today 
most of us are seventeen; some of 
us are crowding the six foot mark, 
and all of us have successfully com- 
pleted the secondary education. 
"This diploma, to me, then stands 


for a personal investment of many 
years of effort resulting in happy 
experiences and growth that have 
prepared us for greater accomplish- 
ments in the future." 


The diploma as an investment for 
the future was the subject of Bris- 
tow's talk, which follows: 


"A high school diploma repre- 
sents twelve years of study and 
hard work, interspersed with pleas- 
ures and joys; but as graduates 


we cannot hold our diplomas in 
our hands and medidate upon the 
past. We have the whole future 
ahead of us and we must think of 
the significance of a high school 
diploma as an investment for that 
future—an investment that will en- 
able us to get a job, to prepare for 
college, and to become a better 
citizen. 


Education Vital. 


"A high school education is very 
essential in getting a job; it is diffi- 
cult to secure employment of any 
kind without one. 
Great strides 
have been made in recent years in 
the field of business, and proper 
training is so stressed by most em- 
ployers that the person without a 
high school diploma is indeed han- 
dicapped. 


"As our world rapidly advances 


from one age to another, a college 
diploma is steadily becoming a re- 
quirement in many fields of en- 
deavor; therefore, when a student 
receives a high school diploma, .he 
probably will want to continue with 
ills education. One of the first en- 
hance requirements any good col- 
lege or university is a diploma from 
an accredited high school. 


'A high school diploma fits e, 
lemon tor better living. One can- 
not meet the demands of a com- 
plex civiliation nor can he live hap- 
>ily among his fellowmen without 
laving some knowledge of the 
nany arts and sciences which are 
ncluded in the average high school 
curriculum. 


Aid To Citizenship. 


"Perhaps the most important sig- 


nificance of a high school diploma 
s that it is an investment for the 
future in better citizenship. Every 
right-thinking person wants to be 
a good citizen. A good citizen takes 
idvantage of every opportunity for 
mprovmg himself so that he may 
•ender a more acceptable service 
o humanity. Our society has pro- 
vided free education through high 
chool for every boy and girl in the 
and. When we receive our diplo- 
mas, we can face the world and 
ay, We have taken advantage of 
hat which you have provided for 
us, and we are ready to step for- 
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Navarro county, released today by 
George E. Adams, district census 
supervisor for the sixth district, 
showed the city of Corsicana had 
a population increase of 25 1-2 per 
cent, while Navarro county showed 
a population loss-of 22 1-2 per cent, 
between 1940 and 1950. 
Corsicana's population, accord- 


ing to the 1950 figures, is 19,108, 
a gain of 3,876 over the 1940 count 
of 15,232. Navarro county drop- 
ped in 1950 to 39,728 from a total 
of 51,308 In 1940. The

showed a total loss of 11,580. Cor- 
sicana has 48 per cent of the 
county's total population. 
Kerens and Dawson, the only

county with counts above 1,000, 
both showed decreases. Kerens had 
1,192 in 1950 and 1,287 in 1940. Daw- 
son showed 1,102 in 1950 against 
1,155 in 1940. Kerens lost 96 persons 
and Dawson dropped 53. 
Adams said, any adjustments in 


the Corsicana figure probably will 
increase the total. 
It was pointed out that individ- 
ual census report forms may be 
picked up at the city hall. When 
filled out these will be given to the 
district census office and relayed to 
Washington, D. C., where they will 
be checked and included if pre- 
viously missed. 
Persons who fee! they may 
have been missed in the census 
count are urged to contact the 
city hall for one of these forms. 
They will be available until the 
census office closes sometime in 
June. 
A tabulation of the census fig- 
ures shows that Navarro county 
had a rural loss of 15,307 persons 
since 1940. Of this number, It is fig- 
ured that 3,876 moved to Corsicana, 
the only community to show a gain, 
while the rest moved out of the 
county. 


The change in population in the 
county and the communities above 
1,000 population since 1920 is varied.

15,232. City and county officials at- 
tribute the 1920-to-1930 gain to the 
oil-boom days following the discov- 
ery of the Powell field near Cor- 
sicana, 


This discovery led to the opening 


of the largest major oil field west 
of the Mississippi up to that time 
and induced several thousand into 
the county. 


Kerens jumped from 1343 in 1920, 
to 1,435 in 1930. In 1940, it dropped 
to 1,287 and then decreased again 
in 1950 to 1,192. 


Dawson 
finished 1920 with a 


count of 960, this increased to 1,131 
in 1930 and went to 1,155 in 1940. 
The community then dropped to 
1,102 in 1950. 


The county's increase between 


1920 and 1930 was not as great as 
the decrease shown between 1940 
and 1950. 


Navarro county jumped from 


50,624 In 1920, to 60,507 in 1930, 
a gain of 9,883. The county drop- 
ped 11,580 persons between 1940 
and 1950. The 1940 count was 51,- 
308 and the 1950 total was 39,728. 
The county lost 9,199 between 1930 
and 1940. The 1930 figure was 60,- 
507 as compared with 51,308 in 1940. 
The preliminary figures, Adams 


said, are substantially correct but 
are subject to revision after returns 
for non-residents are credited to 
their proper localities and other 
routine checks are made. 
It is believed Corsicana's trad- 
ing area population figure will re- 
main about the same. That for- 
mer total is included In the city 
figure this time due to annex- 
ations made by the city. Also, It 
has been pointed out, the city's 
gain should about offset the trad-
